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(9) Claims 34, 37*40, 43 and 46-49 were rejected under 35 US,C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hsu in view oflzumL

allowance, or appeal, as the Applicant has canceled claims 1-3, 5-10, 1 3-28, and 30-33; As 
such, the present claim set is directed towards method claims. The Applicant renews the 
arguments provided in the previous response as to the Examiner's rejections of the method 
claims and submits that such claims are in condition for allowance. Therefore, the Applicant 
requests that the Examiner enter the present amendment and allow such claims or enter the 
amendment so the Applicant may pursue the present method claims in an appeal.
